ERLIN, Jan. 20. — The ministerial 
bench os in the Reichstag and gal- 
leries for distinguished strangers 
and the public were tilled today 
in expectation that Chancellor Von line- 
low; would outline the policy of the Em- 
peror nnd government toward the great 
coal strike that has 'already partially 
paralyzed German industry, The social- 
ist party had interpellated the govern- 
ment and Otto Hue for the 
miners in a free speech. Ha 
was moderate except that his peti- 
tion of details made the position of the 
mine owners difficult to defend. Herr 
Hue is a locksmith from Esser, who 
formerly worked for tho Kxupps, and is 
reputed to know tihe conditions of the 
miners thoroughly. Ho said the strike 
had long been foreseen because under 
the policy of the coal syndicate that 
close combination of 200 proprietors of 
mines, wages since 1000 had been forced 
downward so that although 50,000 of 
the highest paid men received as much 
as $1.35 per day in IS'J'.), the number 
had fallen to 24,000 in l'J&2, while tho 
highest wage for diggers and loaders 
last quarter was $1.20. 

Herr Hue added that the practice of 
managers in rejecting cars of coal be- 
cause, as they alleged they were mixed 
with foreign substances had increased. 
It had been asserted that the proceeds 
of such rejected coal were devoted to 
philanthropic purposes, but the 'workmen 
had no control over the funds. 

The sanitary condition of the mines, 
Herr Hue pointed out, were more fright- 
ful than ever. The law forbidding 
double shifts was ciuite disregarded, so 
that there were l(i hours or unbroken 
work except time to eat sandwiches or 
bread and cheese. The death rate, 
which in ISSl! was 75 per 1,000, 'hud ris- 
en Iby 11)03 to 147 per 1.O0O. 

Herr Hue continued with an appeal 
to the government to interpose, but 
whether it intervened or not, he added, 
the strikers were resolved and willing 
to suffer. 

Chancellor Von Huelow. replying, said 
that in the foregroupd of this question 
was public interest. He had already 
said that the government had two duties, 
the lirst was that quiet and order should 
bo maintained under all circumstances. 
He accepted the statement of Heir Hue 
that the strikers were determined them- 
selves to preserve order, but neverthe- 
less he would say that the full power 
at the disposal of the state would bo 
used if the wage war leads to disorders. 

Especially it was the duty of the au- 
thorities to .protect personal freedom. 
The right to work would 'be defended 
from every variety of terrorism. 

"Welnre," the chancellor said, "in the 
presence of the most difficult of prob- 
lem*, which is unsolved in other civiliz- 
ed states just as it is with us. 1 refer 
to the United States, where syndicates 
and trusts are most highly developed, 
where a wise government and a wise 
-president are already at work trying to 
protect! the rtute from barm." 

Herr Moeller, the Prussian minister 
of commerce and industry, admitted that 
negotiations for a settlement of the 
strike had come to a standstill because 
of the refusal of the mine owners to 
meet the operatives for a discussion, and 
he intimated that the strike may have 
tar-reacliing effect,. 

Herr Stoetzel (Clerical) said the re- 
fusal of tihe mine owners to confer with 
the operatives was disgraceful and a 
(provocation to the latter. The coal 
mines, ho said, nre now in so few hands 
thai ii is a., wonder the idea of national- 
izing them is spreading more and more..

Tho government tonight augmented 
the garrison of the city witli 2,500 oav- 
alary and 1,000 infantry from the Tsar- 
skoe Solo and filled the streets, espe- 
cially in the disaffected quarter, with 
heavy patrols of soldiers. 

The refusal to permit of delegation 
of workmen to present a petition to Em- 
peror Nicholas at Tsivrskoe eSlo has 
made it known that the great demon- 
stration planned for Sunday with its 
'Unlimited possibilities for an outbreak 
will not be permitted to take place. 

At the same time acting in connection 
with a conference of employees it has 
been determined to offer concessions in 
the terms of employment which the em- 
ployers declared the great majority of 
the workmen would be inclined to ac- 
cept if they were guaranteed protection 
from the more violent faction. 

•Lnto tonight it .was reported thnt 
Father Goppu, the leader of the wonk- 
mon; bad been quietly spirited away 
from his bodyguard and taken into cus- 
tody in furtherance of the plan to dis- 
organize the elements that are threaten- 
ing the peace of the city. 

The authorities believe that by these 
Steps they have the situation well in hand 
and announce that they expect a peace- 
ful solution of the problem. 

The situation had entered an acute 
stage today, and the strike had assumed 
an open political phase. The day was 
one of intense -excitement. Mill after 
mill and factory after factory closed. 
Throngs of workmen paraded the streets 
and when their colleagues refused to join 
•broke down the gates and forced out the 
men. The whole industrial centre is 
idle. All the textile mills and every 
printing office in St. Petersburg are 
closed. 

An electric light plant and one water 
plant have shut down anil over two 
[hundred thousand are out. Throughout 
the day workmen's meetings were llield, 
at which incendiary speeches were 
made, the wildest threats being uttered 
as to what would become of the author- 
ities and employers if they failed to 
meet the demands. The general dread 
was increased by reports that the work- 
men of Moscow. Kiel!', ICharkoff, Kish- 
ineff and other large cities in the conn- 
try might join the movement. While 
the government and employers tempor- 
ized, the telegraphers and railroad em- 
ployees threaten to join the strike, par- 
alyzing the communications of the 
country. Many foreigners are preparing 
to sent! their families abroad. Every 
newspaper in St. Petersburg lias been 
forced to suspend publication owing to 
tho strike. I 

The suddenness of the strike, and tho 
far-reaching nature of the workmen's 
organization was largely a surprise to 
tho government ami employers. Start- j 
iug with tho walk-out of a few thousand 
employees of the PutilofE iron works, I 
duo to purely industrial causes, it spread 
as rapidly as a conflagration through 
the laboring clause.-, ,n Si. Petersburg I 
ami became general. At lirst only in- 
dustrial demands were presented, such 
as shorter hours of labor and for in- 
creases of wages, but tlie poverty and ! 
discontent, under the excitement of so- j 
einlistic agitators, led to the formula- 
tion of political demands, a petition was 
drawn up nud largely signed, which go- I 
iug beyond the demands for which the I 
strike was organized attack the capital- 1 
istic system of tlie country, bitterly as- 
sailed the present government as one i 
of bureaucracy, and demanded the re- 1 
form of both, asserting that death was 
preferable to existence under such con- 
ditions. This was to have been present- 
ed 'personally to Emperor Nicholas.

Tho employers at the same time, ut- 
ter conferences with the ministry of 
finance, which was the first to recognize 
the gravity of the situation, determined 
to offer concessions in wages and other 
conditions of labor to individual em- 
ployees, but declared that it was im- 
IKissible to grant an eight 'hour day with- 
out general legislation affecting competi- 
tors and price regulars for piece work. 
Compliance with the employees' de- 
mands for payment of wages during tho 
strike was held to be out of the ques- 
tion and the employers declined also to 
permit of dictation of terms by other 
than their own employees. They ex- 
press the belief that most of their em- 
ployees were desirous of accepting tho 
concessions and returning to work if 
they could bo assured of safety from 
personal injury. 

The priest loader is an interesting 
personality.

Up to an early hour this (Saturday) 
morning no disturbance had been report- 
ed. There are heavy guards at the wa- 
terworks and lighting plants ami in the 
factory district. Patrols of cavalry are 
constantly in motion throughout the city. 

As the day progressed the ranks of 
the strikers were rapidly augmented. 
Strong delegations visited all the factor- 
ies and printing shops, threatening to 
compel a cessation of work unless the 
employees promptly joined in the striKo. 
Practically all the small establishments 
in St. Petersburg are already closed. 
One deputation of strikers visited the 
office of a recently established news 
agency and informed the printers that 
unless they joined the movement the 
'building would be wrecked. The print- 
ers, numbering about one hundred, 
promptly quit work. The troops have 
been called out. 

Reports from the interior are to the 
effect that efforts are being made to in- 
duce workmen in other cities to join 
and make the strike general throughout 
Uusuia. 

The managers of the big concerns 
have formally decided to refuse to treat 
with any persons except their own work- 
men, but they are ready to adjust all the 
points in dispute except the eight-hour 



day, which they say is a matter for tho 
government to decide, as a legal work 
day in Russia is eleven hours, allowing 
committees of workmen to lix the price 
of piece work and the payment of tho 
men while striking. 

The strike proceeds. Father Coupon 
is going from assemblage to assemblage 
addressing the workmen. There is a 
general fear that the strike has entered 
on a political phase, and that turbulence 
and bloodshed are inevitable. 

Jt has been decided to hold a great 
meeting from all quarters of the city In 
Palace square on Sunday next., disre- 
garding any opposition on the part of 
the authorities even by armed force. Tho 
strikers have agreed to attend the meet- 
ing unanimously and say they are not 
willing to meet violence with violence 
and declare they wish tho 'Emperor 
would see them and hear their petition. 
Father Ooupon 'has undertaken to head 
the procession in clerical garb and carry- 
ing a cros«. 

The strikers say they nre ready to 
die in front of the palace, but insist 
on being heard by the Emperor him- 
self. 

A petition to Emperor Nicholas, now 
circulated at workingmten's meetings for 
signatures, bitterly complains of tho des- 
perate conditions of the workers nud 
their "deprivation of human rights." Tho 
petition expresses devotion to tho Em- 
peror, and concludes: "Be merciful to 
us. Let us live. If thou leaveth us in 
this position we prefer to die." 

At the meetings today the men were 
greatly excited aud drew up a formal 
•petition to tho Emperor, which will he 
sent to Tsnrskoe-Selo tonight by a depu- 
tation, asking him to give a response at 
the Winter palace on Sunday, at the 
same time guaranteeing him immunity 
from personal violence : 

The following is tlie text of the strik- 
ers' petition to tlie Emperor : 

'^Sirc,— We, workmen, inhabitants or 
Sf Petersburg, otf all classes, our wives, 
children and indigent parents, come to 
you, our sovereign, asking for protection. 
iWe are poor, persecuted, burdened with 
labor beyond our strength. We are in- 
sulted, tried not as men but as slaves, 
who ought to bear their cruel fate in 
silence. Wo have suffered, but we are 
plunged deeper in the mire and deprived 
of our rights. Uninstructed, stilled by 
destitution and injustice, we nre perish- 
ing. Wo have no strength left. Sire, 
we have arrived at the extreme limits of 
endurance: we have reached the terrible 
moment when death is to be preferred 
to continuance of our intolerable suffer- 
ings. Wo have left our work nnd in- 
formed our employers that we will not 
resume until our demands are conceded. 
We have not asked much: we have ask- 
ed' but for •means of liviihood, without 
which life is a burden and labor con- 
tinual torture. 

"Our lirst request is that our master' 
should investigate our case. They have 
refused. We "have been denied the right 
to put forward our claims, it being held 
that such right is not recognized by 
law." 

After referring to the eight-hour day 
nnil other points of their case, tlie peti- 
tioners continue: 

"Any one of us who dared raise li is 
voice has been thrown into prison ot 
transported. Kindness and good feeling 
have been treated as a crime. Thu 
bureaucracy 1ms brought the country to 
the verge of ruin by a shameful war. 
It is luring it to its downfall. We have, 
no voice in the heavy burdens imposed; 
we do not know for whom or why this 
money is wrung from an impoverished 
people, and we don't know how it is 
expended. This state of things, contrnry 
to divine laws, renders life impossible. 
II were better that we should all perish, 
we workers, and all Russia than good 
luck lo capitals and exploiters, and poor, 
corrupt officials, robbers of tlie Russian 
people. 

"Assembled before thy palace, we 
plead our salvation. Refuse not thine 
aid ami raise thy people from theit 
tomb, (live them means of working out 
their destiny. Rescue them from intoler- 
able officialdom. Throw down the wall 
that separates; free thy people; order 
that they may rule the country with 
thee. Create for the people the happi- 
ness wrenched from us, leaving us noth- 
ing but sorrow and humiliation. 

"We pray Your Majesty graciously 
receive our demands, which are inspired 
Iby a desire for Your Majesty's ami our 
welfare, and the consciousness of the 
necessity of escape from an intolerable 
situation. Russia is too great and her 
needs are ton varied and numerous for 
Officials only to rule. National represen- 
tation is indispensable, as only the peo- 
ple themselves know the country's real 
needs."

City Barrister Hands Down a 
Very Important Opinion on 
Reseive Question. 



Thinks Indians Can Not Sign 
Away Their Rights If They 
Wished. 



Mayor Takes Initiative in Action 
to Dispossess Indians of 
Their Lands. 



AT THE meeting in tho City hall 
yesterday evening, called for the 
purpose of discussing the Song- 
hees' reserve question, an import- 
ant announcement was made by Mayor 
'Barnard to the effect that he "had ob- 
tained an opinion from the city barrister 
W. J. Taylor, respecting the status of 
the Indians, and Mr. Taylor gave it that 
in his judgment, the present generation 
of Indians could not sign away the 
rights of children yet unborn; therefore, 
there was but one way open for the In- 
dians to be removed from reserve— they 
must be dispossessed by act of parlia- 
ment. His worship announced that 'bo 
had addressed letters to the federal and 
.provincial premiers asking that action 
be taken along these lines. 

A long debate followed, but nothing 
of a specially important character de- 
veloped. 

The mayor was voted to the chaii 
nnd Mr. George Carter was chosen sec- 
retary. 

Explaining the objects of the meeting, 
tho mayor said he 'had received an ex- 
haustive legal opinion from the city bar- 
rister respecting the status of the In- 
dians nnd the reserve. He read portions 
of the opinion, Which in full is given 
below. 

In the mayor's opinion, Mr. Taylor's 
conclusions were undoubtedly correct. 
An important point which was estab- 
lished was that the (Indians now living 
had no right to legislate for posterity. 
'He had forwarded a copy of the city 
barrister's opinion to tho prexaiors of 
both governments, asking that special 
legislation be enacted regardless of tho 
consent of the Indians. Personally, tho 
mayor was of tlie opinion that there was 
no other way out of it. From tho point 
of view of the Indians themselves, it 
would be better if they jwore removed 
from such close contact with the city. 
No harm was being done the Indians 
in such a move— the Dominion govern- 
ment would look after their material 
prosperity. The people should bring all 
pressure possible on both governments 
to forcibly remove them, disregarding 
their consent altogether. 

S. J. Pitts, president of the Board of 
Trade, personally, was of the opinion 
that no progress would be made until 
the city had obtnined tlie rights of the 
•provincial government so that a new re- 
servo could bo obtained nnd nn arrange- 
ment made with the Indians. 

A. J. 'Morley, the next speaker, while 
impressed with the importance of tlie 
city barrister's opinion, favored Mr. 
iPitts' view — that the matter would not 
be settled until the city bad the ques- 
tion in its own hands. He moved the 
following resolution :

London, Jan. 20. — At a meeting of the 
British Empire League, presided over 
by Lord Derby, a resolution was moved 
by Ix>rd Strathcona on tho status in 
Great Britain of the offspring of mar- 
riages made in other parts of the Em- 
pire. The council unanimously express- 
ed the hope that the prime minister 
would give a favorable consideration lo 
the deputation which would submit 
their views on the question. This reso- 
lution is probably aimed to secure the 
recognition ol marriage with a deceased 
wire's sister, which i« not recognized in 
(ireat Britain, and recently caused a 
strong protest from Australia. 

Mr. Hnldane, M. P., speaking at Wor- 
cester, said the Liberal .party were alive 
to the importance of the colonies, bur 
were convinced that relations with them 
must be based on liberty which would 
only be imperilled by any tightening of 
the bonds, either political or fuseal. They 
were in favor of frequent conferences, 
but wanted no conference which would 
fetter the colonics or week to tax the 
food of our own people.

He It resolved, That the citizens In pubUe 
meeting assembled do hereby urge the 
Mayor and council to take immediate ac- 
tion re the opening of the Songhees re- 
serve In tbe interests of the city of Vlc- 
ttrla, on the following lines: 

1. Taking the terms of Agreement set 
forth by the Dominion government to the 
Provincial government as n basis, that 
tka Mayor and council prepare a bylaw to 
be voted on by the ratepayers at "an early 
date, to authorize the city to raise a sum 
of money snTtlcIent to carry out nl 1 the 
terms of agreement, nnd lor power- to carry 
our. the same on bennlf of the city. 

2 To acquaint the 'Dominion govern- 
ment with the city's urgent need of nu 
early settlement, unit ot Us ability and 
willingness to take upon Itself the onus 
nnd expense of carrying out the terms of 
agi cement. 

J. To request the Dominion government 
to appoint a special agent with full In- 
structions, and with power to carry out 
the same, on lielialf of the Dominion gov- 
ernment and the Indians, nnd to use Its 
good offices with the provincial govern- 
ment to a'low the city to relieve the sabl 
provincial government of all expense and 
trouble, nnd to induce the said provincial 
government to appoint a special agent with 
power to act In tbe Interests of the nrov- 
Ince.

tn». city to he later reimbursed wholly or 
in part from the sale of the central por- 
tion of the reserve set aside for such pur- 
pose, the balance to revert to the provin- 
c'n.' government. 

7. That In consideration of the remainder 
of the reserve being made over to the city, 
It shall agree to set aside the 10 acres, 
more or less, south of the present E. & N. 
right of way, for terminal railroad and 
wharfage purposes, for the use of the B. 
& N. railway In common with other rail- 
roads now or later entering the city; the 
cltv agreeing to provide all necessary facil- 
ities and maintain the same, making only 
such charge for use thereof as shall cover 

interest, sinking fund and maintenance, 

8. The remaining portion, north of that 
set apart for sale, to be used by the city 
for park and such industrial purposes as 
shall best serve the public Interest. 

!) That the city furthermore clearly 
point out to the Dominion and Provincial 
governments the additional revenue, 
through taxation and otherwise, that will 
immediately accrue rrom the opening of 
the reserve to settlement and Industry. 

Moved by A. .1. Morley, .seconded by 
Lewis Hall. 

Aid. Hall seconded the resolution. He 
wits sure all present had the best inter- 
ests of the city at heart, and he trusted 
some action would be reached wneretiy 
the Indians would be removed. In his 
opinion, it must be necessary to pass a 
bvlaw. so that an agent could go to both 
governments anil dismiss proposed legis- 
lation. The city of Victoria was the 
most interested party. He thought if 
the proper government agents were ap- 
pointed there would be no difficulty in 
arranging a settlement. He favored the 
mayor being delegated to look after tho 
city's interest. The Indians would be 
required to be dealt with as Indians. If 
a sum of money were set aside, no doubt 
.. Indians could be dealt with prompt- 
ly and successfully. He agreed witli the 
plan proposed in the resolution for the 
administration of the reserve. The city 
should acquire the, 10 acres— that was a 
very important mutter, especially in 
view of the likelihoo<l of the city being 
made the terminus of a transcontinental 
railway. The reserve would be a fine 
point for n union depot. The city should 
liave something to say regiuding the 
removal of the Indians— the tourists 
liked to roc the Indians (laughter) and 
they should not be taken too far away. 
Then again, the Indians spent money, 
nnd they should be kept adjacent to the 
city. 

C. II. hugrin warmly approved the 
mayor's determination to bring matters 
to a head He noticed that Mr. Taylor 
said the city had no status in the matter. 
The committee agreed to this; but 
thought the city had a great' moral 
status because of its huge interests in 
the settlement. Referring to the reso- 
lution, he pointed out perhaps a mistake 
iwould he made if an attempt was made 
by going into too much detail. He read 
a letter from Mr. Smart to Mr. Duns- 
muir in 1003, in which it was stated 
the Dominion government: would surren- 
der absolutely to the province two por- 
tions of the reserve— 27 and 10 acres, 
the balance to be sold and tbe monies 
go lo rehabilitating ami reimbursing the 
Indians, and securing a new reservation, 
which would be absolutely free of 
charge, by the province. He did not \ 
agree that Mr. Morley's resolution was 
wiselv drawn in suggesting that the city 
should be reimbursed for any outlay in 
the matter. The reserve was to be fur- 
nished by the provincial government free 
of cost, the Dominion government tak- 
ing the monies from the sale of the 
centre portion and adding it to the In- 
dian fund so that the Indians <woum no 
adenuately reimbursed. 

Mr. Morley did not agree with Mr. 
hugrin'? interpretation of the letter of 
Mr. Smart on this point, ami a lively 
exchange of views resulted. 

LMr. hugr ill's point was that no monies 
should be used for buying any reserve— 
tbe provincial government must supply 
that free of charge— but should be used 
to reimburse nnd rehabilitate the In- 
dians. Regarding the'17% acres, it was 
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Understood tit one time that the property 
should be given to Sir. Dunsmuir if he 
could find another reserve for the In- 
dians. This 1'eil 'through owing to the 
fact that no satisfactory reserve could 
be found. He did not think there would 
be any dilficulty in arriving at] :c settle- 
ment if the council took up the matter 
with determination. 

.Mr. Morley explained Ihat what lie 
had in mind when the resolution was 
framed was the protection of the city's 
interests — he was replacing /the province 
with the city — in the currying out of 
t'lie negotiations for a settlement. It 
was not drawn on hard ami fast lines, 
hut. with the oibject of indicating a gen- 
eral line of action. 

Aid. Hnnnn said he had an interview 
with .Air. Dunsmuir since the city bnr- 

I Hater's report on the status of the- ease, 
and 'Mr. Dunsmuir had said, after hear- 
ing the ease, Victoria had nothing to do 

[with settling the cnse^-'liad no business 
meddling with the matter. He (tho 

Ispenker) bad protested against this view 
of the matter and had insisted that the 

| city would take the necessary action to 
protect its rights. 

I Aid. >Hnnna had afterwards interview- 
ed the Indian chief, vfho said it was no 
use talking of going to a reserve on 
Bedehy Hay. Tie had also interviewed 

I the local government, and hail been as- 
sured i bat the government was alive 
to the necessity of speedy action being 
taken in the matter. 
Concluding, Aid. Hnnna was of the 

'opinion that very little could be acebm- 

, plished until government action had been 

: secured. 

I The mayor called attention to the 
opinion of Mr. Taylor, who asserted 
that in any event Dominion and pro- 
vincial legislation would 1k> required. 
The lirs/t point to insist upon was to 
get tho right to' remove the Indians— 
the question of administration could bo 
taken up afterwards. 

Ex-Mayor A. G. AlcCanriless said ho 
had gone into the matter very fully for 
the past three or four years. He did 
not agree with Mr. hugrin that 25 acres 
lying north of Point Ellice bridge were 
to be given to the city for a park. All 
were agreed as to the desirability for the 
removal of the Indians, but in his opin- 
ion it would be a mistake to pass the 
resolution. The whole question of the 
settlement was in the hands of the pro- 
vincial government. 'Ho thought, if 
•Tames Dunsmnir bad remained premier 
for another year the whole matter would 
have been settled long ngo. He explain- 
ed the position widen Mr. Dunsmuir had 
taken at that time, and it was a very 
generous proposal. Ho claimed that if 
tlio government were to make n serious 
effort to bring about a settlement it 
could be done iu very short order. 

The great difficulty was to get rid of 
the Indians, but it would be unwise to 
nsk the provincial government to relin- 
quish their claim, and ho was satisfied 
they would never do it. It was his opin- 
ion that the only way would be to legis- 
late the Indians out of it and afterwards 
compensate them. All matters of detail 
could bo .settled afterwards. He would 
vote against the resolution. 

'After some further debate, taken part 
in by Aid. Hall. Mr. Morley and Mr. 
McCandless, Aid. iHannn moved, in 
amendment, that the meeting approve of 
the mayor's action in asking both gov- 
ernments for legislation to have the In- 
dians forcibly removed. Walter Walker 
seconded the amendment. 

As an amendment to the amendment. 
Mr. Lugrin proposed that an etTort be 
made to carry out the suggestions con- 
tained in the letter from Mr. Smart to 
Mr. Dnnsmuir. 

A gentleman at this poinl rose and 
said he was of the opinion that the In- 
dians would remove if properly ap- 
proached. 

Mr. Carter said it was now 10 o'clock 
and everything was in the same delight- 
ful muddle. Why did they not unite 
nnd get a commission representing ntl 
parlies concerned so as to find out ex- 
actly where (hey stood? 

II. I). Holmcken, K. ('., said when 
lie was a member of the legislature ho 
had taken exactly tin- action which Mr. 
Carter suggested, He did not think the 
government had any right to legislate 
the Indians out of their undoubted 
riu'hts. nor did be believe they would do 
so. It would not be 'humane to act so. 



The people wanted the Indians removed 
and tins Indians were willing to go; but 
they wauled to be consulted in the mat- 
tery and dealt with fairly and equitably,, 
He knew that the provincial government 
now had the matter under consideration. 
He agreed with tlio spirit of Mr, Mor- 
ley's resolution, but thought it went too 
much into detail. 

TV. G. Cameron, !M. P.' P., went: tti 
little into the history of the ease. He 
thought the City 'Council and the provin- 
cial government were the bo<!fes who 
now had power to effect a settlement. 
If all side issues were laid aside, and the 
council supported in its action, thefo 
would be a setttlement. He thought it 
an intolerable condition tliat a large In- 
dian reserve should be permitted to exist 
within tlio confines of the capital city of 
tbe province. 

After some further debate a vote was 
taken, which resulted in Sir. hugrin's 
amendment being curried.' 

The meeting then adjourned.

iSir, — I Jiave the honor to acknowledge 
receipt of your letter containing request 
for an opinion as to the respective rights 
of (a) tbe Indians; (b) the provincial 
government; (e) the Dominion govern- 
ment; (di the city of Victoria, to the 
land commonly known as the Songhces- 
Indian reserve, together with my views 
as to the best means of 'bringing about 
the removal of the Indians. 

In reply 1 'beg to state that in .the 
year 1850. a tract of land within which 
the land now known as the Songhees 
reserve was evidently intended to be in- 
cluded, was conveyed by certain Indians 
to the Hudson's Bay Co. 

For convenience of reference, the docu- 
ment of transfer is set forth and reads 
as follows: 

"Know all men, we, the chiefs and 
people of the Ivosompson tribe, who 
have tiigncd our names and made our 
marks to this deed on the thirtieth day 
of April, one thousand eight bundred 
.and fifty, do consent to surrender entire- 
ly and forever to James Douglas, tho. 
agent of the Hudson's Bay Company in. 
Vancouver Island, that is to say, for the 
Governor, Deputy Covernor and Coiu- 
imittco of the same, the whole of the 
lands situate and lying between the isl- 
and of the Dead in the arm or inlet of 
Camoson and. the 'head of the said inlet, 
embracing the lands on the west side 
and north of that line to . Esquimau, be- 
yond tho inlot three miles- of. tlio- Coir- 
quitz valley, and the land on the east 
side of the arm enclosing Christmas 
Ihill and lake and tho lands west, of these 
objects. The condition of or under.- 
standing of this sale is this, that outv 
village sites and enclosed fields are to. 
tie kept for our own use; for the use 
of our children and for thoso- wlio. nmy 
follow after us; and tho land ! shall be 
•properly surveyed hereafter. It is un- 
derstood, however, that tbo' land' itsolf 
'with these small exceptions becomes tho 
entire property of tho white people for 
ever; it is aiso understood that we are at 
liberty to 'limit over the unoccupied lamln 
and to carry on our fisheries as former- 
ly. We Jiavo received, as payment, fif- 
ty-two pounds ten shilling storling,. 

"In token wbereof, we ihave signed 
our names and mado ouo marks at Fort 
Victoria on the thirtieth day of April,, 
one thousand eight hundred and' fifty.

This treaty extinguished the Indian 
title to the land. If will be noted that 
the description of tlio land in this docu- 
ment is vague, but sufficient detiniteness 
appears to make it operative. The wes- 
tern boundary line of the- fcraet has, 
since the treaty, 'boon definitely survey- 
ed, the fihores of Victoria harbor form- 
ing the remaining boundary Hues. 

While the verbiage of the document 
varies from that commonly used in con- 
veyances, it must 'be rcm-cmbered that 
the document is not an ordinary con- 
veyance hut u treaty and the language 
used was, under the circumstances, 
doubtless .appropriate to the understand- 
ing of all parties to. the compact. 

It will also be noted that the tract 
was conveyed subject to certain reserva-

tions in favor Of the Indians; namely, a 
right to occupy and enjoy their village 
siios and enclosed lands together with a 
right of hunting over the unoccupied 
portion of the tract conveyed with cer- 
tain appurtenant rights of fishing. 

In the year 1S117 (,3rd April) the Hud- 
son's Hay Company reconveyed (with 
certain exceptions not material to this 
inquiry) Vancouver Island to the Crown. 

At this period, namely, tho year 1M17, 
the Crown became possessed of the hind 
occupied by the Indians, .subject to the 
Indians' rights therein. 

By Clause J.'! of the tonus of union, 
under which British Columbia entered 
the Confederation of Canada, it was 
provided as follows: 

"13. The cJiarge of the Indians and 
the trusteeship and management of the 
hinds reserved for their use and benefit, 
shall be assumed by the Dominion gov- 
ernment nnd a policy as liberal as that 
hitherto pursued by the British Colum- 
bia government .shall be continued by 
the Dominion government after the un- 
ion. To carry out sueili 'policy, tracts of 
land of such extent as it .has liitherto 
been the practice of the British Colum- 
bia government to appropriate for the 
purpose, shall from time to time ibe con- 
veyed by tile local government to the 
Dominion government in trust for the 
use and benefit of the Indians, on appli- 
cation of the Dominion government in 
case of disagreement between the two 
governments respecting the quantity of 
such tracts, of land to be so grunted, the 
mutter shall be referred for the decision 
of tho Secretary of State for the Colon- 
ies." 

By section 01 of the British North 
America act. all crown lands ■within the 
various provinces were vested in the re- 
spective provinces' subject to thef.ijitex- 
ests already created therein, 

At this time (IS71) the land in ques- 
tion became the property of the pro- 
vince, but had not then been definitely 
set apart as an Indian reserve by the 
nrdvince, being merely crown land held 
in right of the province, subject to the 
occupation rights of the Indians. 'Tho 
procedure prescribed by clause 13, 'for 
the creation of a reserve after Confeder- 
ation is clearly set forth in the latter 
part of the clause and is shortly as fol- 
lows; 

(ii) Application by the Dominion there- 
for to' the province; (b) assent of tllie 
province' thereto; (c) 'failing an agree- 
ment between the province and Domin- 
ion a reference to the Secretary of State 
for t he Colonies. 

Since Confederation, so far as I Iinve 
been able to ascertain upon enquiry and 
search at the government offices, Vic- 
toria, the Dominion lias never formally 
made application to the province for a 
conveyance of the land nor has the pro- 
vince ever executed a conveyance there- 
of to the Dominion nor yet set it apart

Movements of Sailing Vessels at Puget

'been created for that purpose. How- 
ever, it has been judicially declared that 
neither the province nor tho Dominion 
are bound by alleged acts of acquies- 
cence on the part of various officers of 
departments which are not brought 
homo to or authorised by the proper ex- 
ecutive or administrative organs of the 
respective governments and are not man- 
ifested by order-in-eouncil or other au- 
thentic testimony; so that acts of con- 
trol over the Indians by the Dominion 
in nowise affect the question of title. 

The Hudson's Bay Company as abso- 
lute lords and proprietors of the terri- 
tory (subject only to the sovereign dom- 
inion of the crown) accepted surrender 
of the Indians' claim of title upon cer- 
tain terms. 

The Crown having subsequently ac- 
cepted a reconveyance from the Hud- 
son's Bay Company of the land and re- 
voked the Hudson's Ray Company's 
charter, recognised tile treaty terms and 
vested fclic proprietary rights in such 
land in the province, subject to the In- 
dians' rights. 

The province, although under an obli- 
gation to provide n reserve tor the In- 
dians upon request by the Dominion,

'The reasons applied in order to ex- 
clude as against the Indians, the opera- 
tion of tho rule against perpetuity of 
estate do not, it seems to me, apply to 
questions relating to the after disposi- 
tion of such estate. In one case, tho 
Indians were treated as an independent 
body upon a plane of equality for the 
purpose of contracting, whereby the 
Hudson's, Hay Company secured the 
goodwill of the Indians, as well as title 
to- the land, The Indians in turn, by 
the words of treaty, secured certain 
rights and privileges for themselves and 
their descendants. Alter the treaty the 
Indians passed under the control, be- 
came wards of and dependant upon tne 
Crown for protection and fulfillment of 
those rights, One privilege retained was 
a personal right of occupation of the 
bind, possessed by each Indian. Neither 
within the terms of the treaty nor with- 
out its terms under existing law, may an 
Indian or number of Indians dispose of 
tho rights or other Indians, whether in 
esse or in futuro. Even if every In- 
dian living should sejl his or her respec- 
tive occupation right ami the Dominion 
government, as trustees, should approve 
of such sale, the title to the land would 
still remain subject to a prospective en- 
cumbrance in favor of any Indian child 
born after the date of such sale

" Bellingham, Whatcom County, 
Washington," is a very handsome folder 
issued l>y tiie Bellinghmn Chamber of 
'Commerce. It is descriptive of the city, 
its trade and resources. The cover is es- 
pecially drawn and engraved, and is au 
artistic specimen of poster work. 

Joseph Pulitzer, tlie well-known jour- 
nalist of New York, lias published, hj 
special permission, his articles to the 
North American Review and tlie En- 
cyclopaedia Americana on the subject 
of "Tho 'School of Journalism ill Oolmn- 
,bia University." They appear in a 
'pamphlet of (!0 ipnges from the press of 
the Columbia University. There are a 
grent many persons who think that 
newspapermen are born and not made. 
Mr. Pulitzer thinks a school of journal- 
ism would be of great assistance in 
training them for journalistic work, ami 
She wakes a strong plea in that behalf. 

"Flogging in the Navy" is one of the 
Humanitarian League's publications. It 
is written by Joseph Collinson, honor- 
ary secretary of the League. Mr. Collin- 
son and tho League object to flogging, 
"not merely because it degrades the of- 
fender who suffers it, crushing instend 
of cultivating tho qualities of manlinMs; 
Ibut still more because it degrades and 
injures those who take part in its ad- 
ministration, either as executioners or 
witnesses." 

. Vol. 2, No. ,1, of the University of 
Toronto Studies, history and economics, 
is to hand. It deals with the municipal 
history and institutions in Manitoba and 
the Northwest Territories and Quebec, 
with a bibliography of Canadian muni- 
cipal government. It is intended to deal 
with municipal government in British 
Columbia in a later issue of the Studies. 

Tlie annual report of the Governors, 
.Principal and Fellows of McGill Uni- 
versity has been received. It will be 
of special interest 1o all university men 
in the Province, but in particular to the 
large number of McGill graduates, who 
arc scattered throughout British Colum- 
bia everywhere. The report shows great 
progress, especially in the science de- 
partments. 

lORIMINAL STATISTICS. 

A copy of the Blue Book containing 
the criminal statistics for the year end- 
ing September 30, 11)03, has been re- 
ceived. It 'has been prepared by 'Mr. 
Geo. Johnson, Dominion statistician. 
The contents are interesting in many re- 
spects. Some important deductions are 
to 1)0 drawn from them. 

The cases come under two heads, (1) 
indictable offences, and (2) summary 
convictions. In these 1903 shows an in- 
crease of 0,847 over 1002, the total num- 
ber being i>0,3S'j. There were 0,022 
charges for indictable offences, or 1,083 
moro than in tlie previous year. There 
were 0,521 convictions, or Slil more than 
in the [previous year. 

A study of the percentage for aim: 
years shows that Quebec 'has a percent- 
age of convictions to charges of 8-1.82, a 
figure approached by no other Province. 
Or, in other words, her record in the 
securing of convictions is the highest, 
the other Provinces being as follows :

Concerning the relation of liquor and 
crime, expressed in percentages, wo find 
that the moderate drinkers were 5S.7S 
per cent, of the total convicted; 29.34 
were immoderate, and 11.88 were non- 
drinkers and "not known." 

Taking the summary convictions for 
1903, ■which numhered 33,710 in all, we 
find tho convictions for drunkenness 
numbered 10,532, n considerable in- 
crease over the year before. Quebec and 
the Yukon are the only two Provinces 
in 'which a decrease is shown.

Girl 
Criminality, while absolutely showing no 
Increase, relatively shows a decrease. 
iBetWCen the ages of 10 to 21 there 
has Ibcen an increase of women commit- 
ting crime, anil of women of mature 
years there has been a decrease; The 
Province of Ontario stands alone in hav- 
ing a larger proportion of its women 
convicted of stealing than the propor- 
tion of its women to the female popula- 
tion of the Dominion 'warrants, and in 
this respect that Province is referred to 
as "the danger spot." 

The returns covering the Indictable 
misdemeanors of ibotli male and female 
'population show that between 72 and 7-1 
per cent, of ifhc persons convicted give 
towns and cities as their place of resi- 
dence, being largely in favor of the mor- 
ality of the rural ilist rid s. 

By occupations the agricultural class

SERVE. 

At the meeting last evening called by 
the Mayor for the purpose of consider- 
ing the question of the Songhees Indian 
Reserve, a long legal opinion was road 
from the City Barrister, 'Mr. W, J. 
Taylor, in which the position taken by 
■the Colonist was confirmed; ti nt is to 
say, that the present day Indians are 
not legally able to sign away .he rights, 
under the Treaty, of cV>V children. 
(The only remedy was dispossession by 
special legislation, and Mayor Barnard 
informed the meeting that he had writ- 
ten to both Premiers— Dominion and 
(Provincial — advisiug tlie adoption of 
that course. Compensation and rehabili 
tai.on would follow dispossession. A 
grent deal of discussion, more or less 
immaterial to the main question, took 
place, followed by a resolution which i- 
published elsewhere.

$40,000,000 in round numbers, having 
a total of $2,735,744,235. Vancouver, 
iw.il h $74,040,500, took sixth place among 
Canadian cities away from Quebec. Mon- 
treal lost $48,000,000 and Winnipeg 
gained $48,000,000. Decreased stock 
speculation at the former, says lirad- 
strcet's, and the growth of the latter 
city in keeping with the Northwestern 
development arc no doubt reasons for 
this. Victoria* with $32,903,113, show- 
ed an increase of over $2,000,000. 



An exchange dealing with the general 
business situation in America comes to 
the conclusion that the wave of pros- 
perity in the United States has passed, 
and that while Canada has not yet been 
materially affected, tlie existing condi- 
tions in the United States give warning 
that retrenchment may of necessity be 
enforced on this side. A long list of 
(inns and corporations is given showing 
the percentages of reductions in wages, 
which vary from li to 2o per cent. There 
has aLso ibeen large reduction in earn- 
ings through the closing down of indus- 
tries. Evidently the time for "clapping 
on all sail" has gone <by for another term 
of years. Of course, in Canada tho 
building of railways, which is exten- 
sive, and the continued rush of settlers 
into the Northwest will do much to- 
wards delaying hard times, if they do 
not. prevent them altogether or in grent 
part.

A ship founder- 
ing, or drifting by reason of disabled 
machinery, or on tire will be able to 
make its condition known to all the 
others anil thus the dangers of ocean 
travel will become greatly minimized.

Annual Meeting 



Second Annua! Convention of 
Vancouver Island Fruit 
Grower's Assn. 



Work of Past Year Reviewed and 
Officers Elected— Important 
Resolutions. 



.1 The second annual meeting of the 
Victoria 'Fruit Growers' Association was 
held at the 'Government buildings yes- 
terday. Very encouraging reports of the 
year's operations were beard from the 
president and secretary. The former re- 
ferred to some Of the advantages secured 
to the fruit growers through the fact 
of the. association's existence, among 
other things the adoption of uniform 
packages, the adoption of an association 
brand for the same and having the 
same stencilled at the manufacturer's, 
thus securing a neatness and stylo not 
otherwise obtainable. It was also ob- 
served that the shipping qualities of 
local strawberries had been settled once 
for all during the year, and that it only 
remained now for the growers to plant 
the Tight varieties. 

It was noted that the Royal Agricul- 
tural Association had acceded to the 
representations of the society that a 
space at the annual exhibitions should 
'be set aside for a commercial exhibit, 
which proved one of the leading fea- 
tures of the show. A list of trees and 
plants suitable for commercial growing 
bad been prepared. The association had 
also used its influence to secure the 
.proper enforcement Of the Pure Foods 
Act. 

i .Investigations were successfully made 
in regard to the best methods of spray- 
ing and the sort of application best 
■suited for the purpose, "Dry Bordeaux" 
'having been found particularly effective. 
Experience during the year bad proved 
that Island orchards were able to hold 
their own in the growing of apples, 
plums, prunes, cherries and straiwber- 
i Tics. Pears could also be successfully 
grown fur commercial purposes. In 
transacting business of common interest 
•to fruit growers the advantage of having 
a medium like the asso 'nation's exe-utivc 
had been sufficiently demonstrated. In 
discounts mi packages alone a sum of 
$9(1 was saved last year. 

The secretary's report showed thai 
flic finances id' tin' association were in 
a nourishing state. 

'Some discussion arose in regard to 
methods of utilizing surplus fruit. Pro- 
positions were submitted from various 
linns looking toward the establishment 
of a preserving plant ia or near Vic- 
toria. The matter was left in the hands 
of the executive, who will report 
later on. 

After discussion if was decided to con- 
tinue ti se of tin' Saywnrd crate. The 

decision in regard to boxes was lefl in 
abeyance. 

Resolutions were adopted as follows: 
"Whereas the fruit-growing industry 
of I!rilis-li Columbia has entered, into a 
commercial stage and is rapidly increas- 
ing; and whereas tin' extended nature 
of Hie fruit-growing area and the widely 
separated 'marketing point- render il 
impossible for "he inspector to properly 
enforce the (provisions of the Fruit 
Marks Act: and whereas Vancou*">r 
Island and adjacent islands have a large 
proportion of small orchards which, as a 
■whole, produce annually a large quantity 
of fruit, and Which is placed upon the 
mnrltel of Victoria ami distributed to 
other points, very often without toeing 
marked with trrade or variety as pro- 
vided by the Fruit .Marks Act, thereby 



working an injustice on the public as 
well as the commercial grower and 
creating a had impression abroad as to 
the possibilities of this district as a 
fruit producer; therefore, he it resolved 
that this association strongly urge upon 
the Dominion government the necessity 
of dividing the provincial territory and 
appointing inspectors in each part, one 
having headquarters at Victoria, B. C, 
to ensure the proper enforcement: of the 
Fruit Marks Act, and thai a cc-py of 
this resolution be forwarded to Hon. 
Sydney Fisher, minister of agriculture; 
[Senator Teroplemnn and the members 
of parliament for British Columbia at 
■Ottawa, and also to Mr. McNeill, super- 
intendent, and 'Mr. Maxwell Smith, fruit 
inspector for the province of British 
Columbia." 

"Whereas 'farming operations in this 
province are restricted by the excessive, 
price of stumping powder, therefore be 
it resolved that this association respect- 
fully petitions the provincial government 
to take steps to remedy this grievance 
and that a copy of this resolution lie sent 
to the honorable the minister of ngri- 
cul; ure." 

"Whereas in the past fruit growers 
have suffered serious loss toy substitu- 
tion of varieties in orders of fruit trees 
from nurserymen, therefore be it resolv- 
ed that this association approve nnd en- 
dorse the Horticultural Board Act pass- 
ed by the legislature hist session, nnd 
that a copy of this resolution be sent 
to the minister of agriculture."

Mr. William A, lleddoe, editor of the 
World, of Dawson, was In the city yester- 
day, en route to Ottawa on a business 
trip. 

Sir. Beddoe hau been a resident of Daw- 
soii practically since I lie Inauguration of 
the great camp, unci has been In Intimate 
touch with Its business and Its politics. 
He Is one of those who scout the Idea 
that D.iwsc". is an evanescent community, 
destined soon to decline; In fact, he olTem 
proofs of the assertion that It is holding 
Its own, and holding it well. 

■In discussing this quest! ou with a Colo- 
nist reporter, Mr. lloddoo pointed out that 
Dawson at present has a population of 

0. 000, which Is ",1101) less than It was a 
year ago, nnd the cleun-up last year 
amounted to i?10, OOO.OOO, or about $1,000,000 
more than it was the year previous. 

Tills In Itself, Mr. Beddoe thought, 
showed the folly of any assumption that 
Dawson's sun had set. As to the exodus 
to the Tannna, he said these people had 
hf a good country for a camp of very 
problematical hope. The town of Pair- 
■bulks possessed between 0,000 and 7,000 
Inhabitants, and had a prospective clean-up 
for the coming summer of $2,000,000, ac- 
ccidlug to the most optimistic estimates. 

"An extraordinary feature of the Daw- 
si. a clean-up," said Mr. Jieddoe, "Is this, 
th.u it held its own -In fact was a little 
better than that id previous years— and 
this year's clean-up will be as good as the 
last. And, at the same time, the old 
creeks are not working, with the exception 
of a few. where there is a little open 
work being done, practically all the out- 
put coming from new discoveries, within 
easy access of Dawson." 

This went to show the extraordinary dis- 
tribution of sold lu the Klondike district. 
WHle the older creeks, of world-wide 
fame, such as bonanza, were practically 
exhausted, through new discoveries the 
e : ian-up was maintained from year to 
yiar. This steady development was made 
[possible, Mr. Rcddno said, by the system of 
roads which the government had built In 
the country. They could work ground of 
a lower grade than wus possible before, 
because the system of roads admitted of 
chi aper transportation. 

"The whole proposition Is this," re- 
marked Mr. Beddoe. "The gold-hearing 
area there Is of such vast extent that the 
discovery and operation of new deposits 
maintains the output against the deprecia- 
tion caused by the depletion of the o'der 
creeks. There Is enough development now 
lu the creeks being worked to maintain the 
present output for at least five years, and 
the present output Is $10,000,000 a year. 
And then, as I have said, the deposits are 
distributed over a vast territory, and new 
discoveries will constantly occur. In a 
nutshell, the position of Dawson Is this: 
While the population has decreased by 
2.000, the output of gold has been some- 
what enlarged, so that pro rata the camp 
is so much the richer." 

Mr. lieddoe, being the editor of a gov- 
ernment paper, naturally espouses the 
cause of the government, nnd lie had views 
of ills own to express concerning the e'ec- 
t'on recently held In the Yukon. He nt- 
ti United Mr. Congdon's defeat to the eoaU- 
'l:oii of all the opposition forces, led by 
three factions. One faction was the Con- 
servatives; another consisted of a party 
Known as the "Steam Beers," whose 
iender was a brewer- ami the third em- 
braced that clas3 who are against the 
government under nil conditions. On this 
occasion they all got together, so Mr. 
Beddoe says, becau.se the leaders all want- 
id something from the government and 
were disappointed. Amongst, them, said 
he. there were 700 Americans who took 
out papers at the ltoss election, and they 
\oled against the government because their 
leaders did so. 

'Mr. Beddoe eulogized the administration 
of Mr. Congdon. He had an overdraft of 
f?S7,000 bequeathed to him by his prede- 
ci ssors, and he ended the financial year 
with a surplus of $-10,000.

Persistent rumors to the effect that an 
arrangement is pending, if not already 
made, between the Great Northern rail- 
way and the Grand Trunk Pacific look-

intelligencer. The first advices scut out 
were from Vancouver, where it was stat- 
ed that definite information had been re- 
ceived from Toronto that Mr. Hill's road 
would do tho construction under an old 
charter granted to Mr. Hendry and asso 
ciates of Vancouver. Enquiry at the ex- 
ecutive offices of the Great Northern, rn 
this city, brought out the statement that 
no information 1ms been sent out of the 
company offices in St. Paul which 
would justify the presumption that the 
two great transcontinental systems had 
entered into any joint agreement. 

Great Northern officials arc particular-

Changes Instituted By Admir- 
alty Lord Were Necessary to 
Ensure Efficiency. 

Interesting Comments of Lon- 
don Paper on Necessities 
of Local Defences. 



Tho radical changes iu the organiza- 
tion, mobilization, and distribution of 
His Majesty's fleet winch Admiral Sir 
r ,Tohu Fisher has been fortunate enough 
to induce the government to accept with- 
in a few weeks of his return to White- 
hall as senior naval lord 'have been re- 
ceived by the public with the confidence 
and applause invariably granted o£ late 
years to all 'announcements from the ad- 
miralty, says the Ixmdon Morning Post. 
£No doubt tho reforms «et forth in the 
memorandum promulgated iu Lord Sel- 
borne's name were prima facie sound, 
Ibut there are certain points connected 
with statements wade in that document 
■Whioli 'may appear to .students of im- 
(perinl defence to need somewhat closer 
lattention than they have hitherto ob- 
tained. 

Tao country has been repeatedly as- 
sured by the government that the navy 
ds ready iu every respect for war and 
that the administrative system adopted 
at the admiralty is perfect in its effi- 
ciency. iT© apnease the agitation against 
the war office which resulted from tho 
■report of the royal commission on the 
Koiith African war the cabinet trans- 
ferred Mr. Arnold-Forster from White- 
hall to Fall Mall with a free hand to 
dispense with tho services of Karl Rob- 
erts and his staff of ofjlcers selected for 
Their experience and high reputation, 
•and to substitute in lien a board con- 
stituted on the admiralty system partly 
of civilians and partly of soldiers, the 
details of this revolutionary measure be- 
ing entrusted to a committee composed 
of an admiral, a civilian and a retired 
colonel of the Royal Kngineers. The 
public acquiesced in and even warmly 
approved these changes, trusting to the 
■government's assurance that the results 
of the admiralty system of administra- 
tion were in the highest degree satisfac- 
tory, and believing that the adoption of 
•similar methods at the war olhce would 
lead immediately to a satisfactory solu- 
tion of the whole problem of providing, 
■without any heavy charge on the ex- 
chequer and "without accepting a uni- 
versal obligation to military service, au 
artmy adequate to the needs of the em- 
pire. 

STAiRTMNG FACTS. 
It is, therefore, not a little startling 
and even alarming to read the clear 
statement of the actual condition of tho 
navy which Sir John Fisher 'has insisted 
on being laid before the nation. We 
learn from the admiralty memorandum 
that the mobilization scheme is so ill- 
advised that the machinery of ships spe- 
cially commissioned for manoeuvres has' 
been subject to a number of "mishaps," 
the fire practice of such ships has - left 
tmueh to be desired," and the ships' 
companies generally are unacquainted 

• with the details of their vessels— in other 
words, that mobilized ships are practi- 
cally inefficient and' unlit to go into ac- 
tion. We are told, moreover, that 
though parliament has 'freely granted 
whatever additions to the fleet reserve 
have been from time to time asked for 
by the admiralty, yet owing to miscal- 
culations of the requirements adequate 
provision of personnel for manning the 
ships has not yet been made. "The im- 
portance i>f this 'matter," it is naively 
admitted) "has not for one moment es- 
caped the attention of the hoard." Yet 
the real state of the case lias been hith- 
erto withheld from parliament and the 
nation and millions of public money I 
have been spent in building and arminj, | 
ships 'Which on the oururealc of war 
would have 'been left lying nseiess In 
harbor with' no crews to man them, or i 
sent to sea witli inefficient crews to fall I 
a prey to the enemy. Further, | 
we are informed by the mem- 
orandum, that it lias been the 
admiralty practice for many years I 
to send a whole ileet simultaneously into : 
port for docking and other repairs; thus I 
a sudden advent of war might have one ! 
or perhaps more of the most important j 
squadrons incapable of immediate ac- ! 
tion. Finally— and this is the most start- 
ling 'fact of all— we are told that "the I 
principle on which 1 the present distribu- 1 
tion of His Majesty's ships) and the ar- j 
irangements of their station arc based , 
date from a period when the electric j 
telegraph did not exist and when wind ] 
;was the motive power." 

AND A DEDUCTION. 
We arc assured these principles "have j 
met nil the needs of the service up to 
the present moment," but this assurance 
lis totally inconsistent with the preamble 
of the memorandum, which 'loints to the 
creation ©£ the Japanese navy and the 
growth of the American. German and ! 
iKusslim lleets, as the strategical changes | 
■which necessitate a redistribution. These \ 
changes <lo 'not date from the arrival of I 
■Sir John Fisher a( Whitehall; they have 
Ibecn going on under the admiralty's' 
eyes for several years, and have been I 
freely commented on in the public press! 
of this country; If the principles fixed 
half a century ago for the strategical I 
distribution of our fleet are obsolete now, 
they were obsolete when these changes 
begun to exercise Their influence, and it 
5s evident thai, successive boards have 
mot hail sufficient influence with the 
committees of defence and the govern- 
ment to ensure their consideration. In 
the iface of these revelations it is some- 
what difficult to hold the < lfortable

spend. It is evident that in the unhappy 
event— which may God avert!— of war 
between this country ami the United 
States the safety of Canada will depend 
on our retaining our command in the 
North Atlantic"- and thus being able to 
despatch reinforcements from Great Bri- 
tain to defend the land frontier of the 
Dominion. No doubt political and stra- 
tegical considerations nvake it impossible 
for Great" Britain to maintain on tho 
western side of the North Atlantic in 
peace time 11 fleet equal to the American 
navy. Whatever force is maintained 
there, however, must be regarded as an 
outpost, and would on a sudden out- 
break of war be in tho same situation 
as a cavalry detachment which has 
pushed out a long way ahead of its sup- 
port.

Canadian steamers may be allowed to 
trade freely on the American Yukon 
next season, a hill making provision' for 
such privileges 'having been introduced 
iu the United States senate by Senator 
Nelson, who, it will bo remembered, re- 
cently made a trip of investigation to 
Alaska and the Yukon. If the bill be- 
comes law Canadian vessels will be al- 
lowed lo enter the Yukon river trade 
and a general lowering of freight rates 
•will result. At present the Northern 
Commercial Company of San Franci 
has a monopoly of the trade 
American Yukon.

The government ami the nation are 
alike to be congratulated not merely on 
the general scope of these necessary re- 
forms, lint still more in having once 
again acquired lielief and trust in pro- 
fessional advice, at any rate so far as 
the navy is concerned. Tt is not incon- 
ceivable that a similar change in public 
opinion may ere long make itself felt ns 
regards those bind forces which shared 
with the navy the glory of winning this

"The format ion of the Geiier'al 3li& 
sionurv Sociutv of the Church of Kng- 
hind." snid ho, "was due to tin; tUUOll 
of the various provincial synods in Cau- 
ada two years ago. Prior; to this union 
there were three of these synods in Can- 
ada. With the settlement of 'the Do- 
minion the -work of the Chnveh Of Eng- 
land in Canada began down on the At- 
lantic sealioard and was continued west- 



KiiHtern dioceses give about £100,000 an- 
aually (or this purpose, 'Which is not re- 
corded in the animal report of the church 
at -large. Tho diocese of! Montreal, for 
Instance, g^yes about ?125f000 and oth- 
ers in proportion. So that a comparison 
of the annual contribution for missions 
by tho ClmrcW of England, as given in 
the annual report of the church at 
large, with the annual contribution of 
some of tho churches, would he very 
misleading and would not fairly repre- 
sent the generosity of the members of 
the Church of England in Canada. 

"Eegardiug the progress made dn tho 
matter of securing money for missionary 
oneratious .since the consummation of 
union, and tho formation of the mis- 
sionary society, 1 might state that the 
ordinary contribution of the church prior 
to the union was from $80,000 to $85,- 
OOO per annum. During the first year 
of tho new plan of church work tho 
amount contributed rose from $35,000 
to $73;000. When it was proposed two 
v'enr's ago that tho church should in- 
crease its gifts from $35,000 to $73,000, 
it was stated that it could not be done. 
The event, however, showed that thos;> 
who had expressed their faith in the 
liberality of the church were correct, 
ami during the year 3003 every mission- 
ary on the foreign field received what 
lie had been voted promptly, and all the

Some 
years ago, after the, Canadian Pacific 
railway had hound the various parts of 
Canada closely together and has made 
travel from one portion of the Domin- 
ion to another easily possible, the desire 
sprang up in the church for a closer 
union of these component parts of it, 
and in 1800 the first convention to con- 
sider the matter was held in this city. 
Delegates came t<> that convention from 
all portions of the Dominion and after 
full discussion a basis of union was 
drawn up. This plan was again con- 
sidered in Toronto in 1803, and was 
then in accordance with the canon sent 
hack to the various synods for ratifica- 
tion. A period' of nine years was re- 
quired to complete this work, but the 
matter finally wns carried through in 
1002. After the consummation of the 
union, the first action of the church 
was to organize for missions, and an or- 
ganization was effected which may be 



the missionary bishops needed would be 
secured. 

"In the second year of our work! that 
is, hist year, tho amount of the appro- 
priations was raised "from $73,000 to 
$08,000. Again the cry was raised that 
the amount asked for was excessive. The 
final returns for 1004 have not yet 
reached me, but; it is clear that we will 
(receive over $00,000 for last year. Of 
this Toronto gave the sum of $2] ,000 
and other congregations did equally well. 
The diocese of Ottawa raised its appor- 
tionment in full and others were very 
little short. This year we arge again 
asking for $OS,000, and wo have no 
doubt 'that with the experience gained 
last year we will reach this sum. Of 
this $00,000 there has been given $7,- 
500 to the diocese of Algoma. $7,000 to

Lazarus. Symbols of Christianity were 
inscribed on these slabs, as the dove, 
the anchor, the olive branch, the mono- 
gram of Christ. Also inscriptions as 
"In pace," "In Christo," "Rerjuiescat 
in pace"; nlso scenes from the life of

ament. 

These suhterranean passages were 
frequently three, four and five tunnels, 
one gallery above another, to the depth 
>f fifty feet below the surface. Thoy 
occupied the ground for more than a 
mile square, and if extended in a 
straight lim.' would reach nearly 900 
miles. 

It is estimated that no fewer than 
seven millions had been buried in these 
graves. 

About the middle of tho fifth cen- 
tury, Christianity [Becoming the religion 
of the Roman Empire, burying in the 
catacombs was abandoned and burials 
were made in cemeteries around the 
church, a custom which still prevails 
in some places.

which would accommodate from twenty 
to seventy people, and were no doubt 
chapels in which services were conduct- 
ed in connection with the interment of 
the dead and not chapels for general 
iworship. 

Tho catacombs could not have been 
used to any great extent as hiding-places 
for Christians in times of persecution. 
It would ho impossible for a large mini- 
her of people to live any length of time 
there. They certainly were well adapted 
to enable those pursued to escape, for 
a man could enter by one opening, and 
ifiud an exit by another a mile out in the 
country, and elude his enemies. Those 
unacquainted with this net work of pas- 
sagos could not possibly find a person 
familiar with these intricate labyrinths 
Who wished to escape from him. 

For many centuries the catacombs 
were lost sight of, and became unknown. 
tVho entrances to them were covered. 
They were in the middle of the seven- 
'teeuth century accidentally discovered 
by workmen excavating for a building 
foundation. Few travelers now visit

The niches were pillaged by the vandals 
ut the time they did so much destruc- 
tion in the south of IOuropo, and by oth- 
ers after the rediscovery of these sacred 
resting places of the earlj Christians.

Somewhere to tlio northward mid ns 
near ns practicable to the mouth, of tlie

terminus, and there is to be built a city,

•great transcontinental railway. For 
nearly fifteen years the people of the 
northwest, knowing that some day such 
a road would be built, bavo been on the 
qui vive as to its possible coast ter- 
minus, and when, two weeks ago, Otta- 
wa despatches announced that the Grand 
UVunk company liad filed, terminal plans 
with the railway department naming 
both Port Simpson sad Kaien isiaud, 
the latter in Tuck's inlet, public interest 
was revived and there the subject is the 
principal topic of conversation. 

In the opinion of the Toronto Mail 
and Empire's Ottawa correspondent 
i»aien island has the best chance be- 
cause of its harbor facilities, level town- 
site and the important fact that in time 
of 'Avar the harbor would be practically 
inaccessible. But it is in connection 
with this island that legal complica- 
tions have arisen, and in this connection 
the story goes bnek to the days of the 
Turner government in 1891, when 
George Forbes Vernon was chief com- 
missioner of lands and' works and at 
which time an error was made Which 
now looms formidable in its results. The 
Grand Trunk railway has made a de- 
mand for Kaien island clear of all 
claims of settlers, and under an order 
in council made thirteen years ago and 
renewed last spring.

This shows that the diamond industry 
of South Africa overshadows all other 
branches of the precious 1 stone industry 
of 'the world. Tlie entire! diamond out- 
put of South Africa is exported from the 
iCape of Good Hope to London, But, 
strange to say, it finds no place in the 
British official publications showing the 
imports into the United Kingdom. The 
only record of the export's of tbeso dia- 
monds is the attestation of the Cape 
custom officers that over $20,000,000 
worth are annually exported to London. 
British records show that the bulk of 
tbo precious stones exported from the 
United Kingdom cnmie to the United 
iStates in 1903. .rue department of com- 
merce makes the following significant 
comment upon the diamond trade: 

"As the majority of all South African 
diamonds, after passing through the 
hands of European traders and lapida- 
ries, find a market in the United States, 
it follows that American dealers and 
purchasers have as much interest in the 
trade in them as even the London, Am- 
sterdam, Antwerp and Parisian dealers 
and manipulators who buy and won; 
itinera over and sell them to American 
dealers. Evidently fiis whole diamond 
business Is the closest and most power- 
ful of trusts, for not. only is the trade 
conducted in aw 'underground' way, con- 
cealed [from all public scrutiny, but it 
seems to be managed independently of 
all custom houses intervening between 
Come Colony and the United States. 

"The diamond exports from the Cape 
of Good Hope to London in 1002 were 
valued at the Cape at $20,412,247. Dur- 
ing the year ended June 30, 1003, the 
imports of diamonds into the United 
'States were valued at $20,507,780, of 
$05,5:10 more than the total exports from 
the Cape of Good Hope to London. We 
must bear in mind, however, that of the 
imports into the United States $15,507.- 
598 -worth were cut diamonds', the bal- 
ance, $10,033,188, being diamonds iu 
the rough. In order to arrive at a fair 
estimate of the percentage of the world' 1 -- 
•product of diamonds which finds its way 
to the United States it would be neces- 
sary to gain an idea of the increase in 
the value of the. gems from the time 
they leave the Cape of Good Hope in 
the rough until their final sale to Ameri- 
can dealers."

I amine some of the calculations of Pro- 
fessor Poyntiug. It should be remarked 
! that a slight variation iu the numerical 
.results derived from the application of 
the law of temperature arises from tho 
fact that the earth and the other planets 
reflect some of tlie radiation which falls 
upon them. Making allowance for this, 
Professor l'oyntiag shows that the tern- I 
perature on the surface of the planet ' 
.Mercury must be, 011 the average, about 
385 degrees above zero'.- As we have 
already seen, such a terrific temperature 
would be utterly inconsistent with the' 
existence of living beings like those wo 
know on the earth. It is far above the 
boiling point of water, so that oceans 
upon thai planet are apparently impos- 
sible, since their would he turned into 
steam. Al the same time it is not so 
great a degree of heat, that it is impos- 
sible to imagine that 'living Icings might 
be so constituted as to be able to endure 
it, though they would have to differ 
widely from us. If file huw of inverse 
squares represented the heat on Mercury 
iwe should find' the temperature t<> be 
about 1,700 degrees above zero! 

For Venus, which receives nenrfly 
twice as much solar radiation ns the 
earth gets, Professor Poyuting calcu- 
lates an average surface temperature of 
about 174 degrees above zero. This 
would be too hot for us, but yet is not 
dilllcult tbi think that physical life may 
Ibo adjusted to such a temperature. A 
rompar.itivcly slight, modification of the 
atmosphere on Venus — and all observa- 
tions indicate that her atmosphere does 
differ from ours — might even render 
Venus an agreeable abode for man. 

When we Come to the enrth the aver- 
age temperature of its surface as actu- 
ally observed agrees so closely with that 
calculated from the law of temperature 
above described, that this fact may be 
taken a.s a test of the acenrasy of the 
law.

It is dilllcult. to under- 
stand how ice and snow can ever melt 
on that planet, ami yet, if they do 1 not 
melt; what can be the meaning of the 
annual disappearance of the broad [white 
caps which the telescope shows sur- 
loumiing the poles of Mars? Again, it 
is evident, we must invoke the Influence 
of atmospheric differences, or some other 
/peculiarity in tiny constitution of Mars, 
in order tn reconcile the observed ap- 
pearances witln the cnlcuhntcd facts. 

To the objection that such calcula- 
tions, after all, do 1 not result in certain 
conclusions about the buhita'bility of 
other planets, it may ibe replied that, at 
least, they give us Jtnino ground to go 
upon, and they may lead to otheivj more 
decisive. Certainly the problems with 
which they are concerned will never 
cease to fascinate the iiuugirnithm.
